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RED CROSS DESERVES DOLLARS 


Just a year ago today Letcher County residents were reeling 
from the stunning blow of a flash flood. 


Almost before we had time to realize what had happened, 
Help in the form of Red Cross aid had arrived. The flood occur- 
‘red on Tuesday, Jan. 29, and a Red Cross disaster worker ar- 
rived here from Ohio on Wednesday, Jan. 30. He began work 
immediately to provide food and clothing for persons whose 
homes had been hit by the floodwaters. Later several other dis- 
aster workers came to Whitesburg, and the Red Cross disaster 
team was here for about six weeks. During that time its mem- 
bers gave flood victims money to help replace their losses and 
assisted in any other way they could. The Red Cross spent 
thousands of dollars on flood relief in Letcher County alone; 
many thousands more went to our harder-hit neighbors in Perry, 
Pike and Floyd counties. 


The Red Cross currently is conducting its annual drive for 
monéy in Letcher County. Its goal is $4,700. less than a fifth of

Red Cross is reasonable in expecting Letcher Countians to come 
across with donations after seeing the actual benefits of the 
Red Cross. disaster fund in operation. 


In addition, the national Red Cross has said it will have to 
close the local office if the goal is not met here this year. 


We do not know how well the campaign for funds is pro- 
gressing; local officials said they have not an over-all report. 
We hope Letcher County residents will not forget what Red 
Cross did for them only a year ago today. 


HELP STILL NEEDED 


Twenty-two youngsters in Letcher County who have suffered 
the ravages of polio are looking to you for help. 

For them, the Salk vaccine which prevents paralytic polio, 
came too late. They will spend the rest of their lives wearing 
braces, having physical therapy treatments, undergoing correc- 
tive operations, and being less active than their companions. 

The aftermath of polio costs money. Braces must be chang- 
ed periodically, and that’s an expeasive process. Any treatment 
requiring hospitalization is also expensive. Most of this treatment 
is paid for by the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
what we know as “The March of Dimes.” But the March of 
Dimes is really those who contribute their dimes and dollars to 
help polio victims—in short, the March of Dimes is you. 

Last year’s March of Dimes here didn’t reach its goal, but 
the Letcher County chapter of the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis has gone ahead paying bills for the 18 Letcher 
County polio victims. It has been able to do that because the 
national headquarters of the March of Dimes was generous 
enough to advance money for care of polio victims here. The 
chapter is $2,000 in debt. It is hoping that you, the friends and 
neighbors of the polio victims, will help out by contributing all 
you can to the March of Dimes campaign now in progress.

ards will be put into effect for all Kentucky boys and girls. 

The average classroom teacher is disappointed because 
more money is budgeted for supervisors, school plant im- 
provement, additional equipment and supplies but none to in- 
crease the basal salary of the teacher. 

The problem of education is one that is easier to write 
about than to do something about. There is the state’s Minimum 
Foundation program to be implemented, and the use of educa- 
tional funds to do that cannot in due fairness be criticised. That 
program calls for more classrooms, fewer pupils per teacher, 
and, among other things, premium pay on teacher training and 
experience. 

The weakhess of the so-called Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram is that it fails to increase basal teacher salaries. Its failure 
to raise the teacher's salary basically results in salaries being 
held below a living pay even after the teacher add degrees and 
years of experience. Thus Kentucky education continues to op- 
erate unde: insurmountable handicap as it needs more ieachers 
and better teachers at a time when other states with the same 
needs offer them better teaching salaries and conditions. 

By the same token, Kentucky has less with which to induce 
the better grade of students to enter the teaching profession. 


This is talking about Kentucky education. To do something 
about it will require more money. Federal aid to education is 
apparently stymied except in the science field. Then Kentucky, 
if it is to meet competition for teachers and remain in the race, 
must have more money to meet teacher payrolls. 


THE TIMES would like to see teacher salaries at a level 
which would attract the best minds to the teaching profession. 
It Would like to see, too, enough such teachers that boards of 
education would have an opportunity to cull the list and hire 
the best and not have to continue the losing battle of trying to 
educate youngsters in classrooms over which preside incom- 
petents and others whose thinking and living are foreign to 
precincts of the classroom.

Sells Seedlings 


Frankfort The Kentucky 
Division of Forestry grows and 
eells trees to farmers for tim- 
ber production, erosion control 
windbreaks and Christmas trees 


The division prices these 
seedlings at about the cost of 
production. The cost of 1,000 
seedlings, enough to plant an 
acre, is $7 for regular stock 
and $10 for Christmas tree 
stock 

The agency refuses to sell 
trees for ornamental or shade 
purposes, roadside or border 


planting within any city 

The forestry division with- 
out cost will examine planting 
areas, make recommendations 
and help farmers in ordering 
trees. These species are usually 
black locust, white 
oak, yellow popular, black wal- 
nut, loblolly pine shortleaf pine, 
white pine, Scotch pine and red 
cedar 

The division encourages tree 
planting on areas not suitable
